Straight Talk 


(On 28,000 mile Trade Tour with Secretary Benson) 
Wellington, New Zealand 

THIS is the “New Frontier.” This is also about as far away 
from John Kennedy as you can get. The day after Kennedy's 
“election,” I left the country. I have now decided to return 
and join the Constitutional underground. 

They’ve had Socialism, the “New Frontier,” here in New 
Zealand for around 25 years. In New Zealand, as in other 
Socialist nations, nobody goes to bed hungry. As candidate 
Kennedy told us and the world, “In America 17 million 
people go to bed hungry every night.” Most of them are on 
Metrecal. Here, nobody’s poor. And nobody's rich. The 
only possible way to get rich in New Zealand, and in other 
Socialist states, is to go into partnership with a crooked poli- 
tician. Under the Socialists, only politicians have “rank.” 

Every Pig the Same 

The average wage here is around $25 a week. Butter 
and other foods are government-subsidized—-sold below cost 
(the “Brannan plan”). Medicine and doctors are “free.” 
Few people have cars. Government owns and rent-controls 
a big portion of housing. There is no unemployment. 
Except for the old, the sick and the goldbrickers on govern- 
ment relief, everybody works—but not very hard. It’s 
bad taste here to get into the back seat of a taxicab. 
Indicates you think you're better than the driver. Every- 
body’s “equal,” by government regulation—but they re- 
strict undesirable immigrants. Although they need immi- 
grants badly and have a shortage of workers, immigrants 
are restricted almost exclusively to Anglo-Saxons. They 
are critical of our treatment of Negroes—but they don’t 
want any. One New Zealander bragged to me, “We look 
at people like a sow looks at her litter—i2 pigs all get 
the same treatment.” 

The Labor (Socialist) Party of New Zealand was de- 
feated a few days ago by the less radical Nationalist Party. 
The mushrooming costs of the Welfare State jolted the peo- 
ple into changing political horses-——but no government 
would dare take the Welfare State away, although it takes 
all the wool from New Zealand’s 48 million sheep to main- 
tain the “New Frontier” for the 242 million people. 

Widows get special benefits, more if they have children. 
Orphans get benefits. The sick get benefits. Unemployed 
get benefits. Invalids get benefits. The blind get benefits. 
Even widowers get benefits. Parents of children under 16 
get benefits (paid ‘til 18 if child stays in school). The 
aged (60 and over) get benefits. People in “emergencies” 
get benefits—if the Social Security Commission thinks the 
person should have it. 


What Have You Done For Us Lately? 


After traveling in 23 nations (12 of them with Secretary 
Benson), I am more than ever convinced that Uncle Sam is 
Uncle Sucker. On Benson’s Trade Development tours, I 
have been struck by the oneness of attitude of all foreign 
nations with us. We ask them, “What can we do for you?” 
and they ask us, “What can you do for-us?” They all have 
their hand out. They want to take all and give nothing. 
They're all looking out for Number One, while our leaders 
sanctimoniously proclaim our belief in world brotherhood. 
After we've dumped $70 billion in aid all over the world,

our world brothers ask, “What have you done for us lately?” 

We always help our friends when they’re in trouble, and 
they never forget us when they're in trouble again. But now 
we're in trouble. We've “lost” much of our gold. Our dol- 
lar is in danger. Our debt is astronomical. Britain, West 
Germany, France and others we've helped to their highest 
level of prosperity now refuse to join us not only in should- 
ering part of the aid to the have-not nations, but also refuse 
to pay their fair share for their own defense. Uncle Sucker 
defends them, at his own expense, from Communist in- 
vasion. Some call our foreign aid “enlightened self-interest.” 
I call it Moochual Security. 

Kennedy’s “New Frontier” is Socialism. Socialism is 
Communism without the firing squad. Before the “New 
Frontier,” first introduced as the “New Deal,” govern- 
ment prevented one man from robbing another. Now 
government robs one man for the benefit of another. How 
appropriate that Roosevelt’s likeness on our dimes replaced 
the goddess of Liberty. 

Kennedy asks for unity. He won't get it because he doesn't 
deserve it—any more than Norman Thomas, Walter Reuther 
or any other Socialist. Kennedy was “elected” by a weli- 
oiled, multi-million-dollar campaign, based on destructive, 
seductive appeal to minority groups and on crooked big 
city machines. (Alarmists are worrying unnecessarily about 
future and worse vote frauds. Under Kennedy, even if 
we still have elections, a dollar won't buy a vote any more.) 
His “victory” was not a mandate but a default by an op- 
ponent who tried to tip-toe into the White House, Dewey- 
like, with a me-too, we-can-do-it-better-and-cheaper cam- 
paign. 

Along with millions of Americans who'll refuse to “unite” 
behind a collectivist with a police state mentality, I believe 
in neither “going along,” nor going away. I intend to op- 
pose Kennedy and his Socialist brain trust every step of 
the way. 


The Wave Is What You Make It 


Kennedy promises to plan, ban, lend, spend us out of our 
freedoms. If the lamp of freedom is blown out in America, 
the world will be thrown into darkness. With the Kennedy 
dynasty ruling our lives, I agree, for the first time, that the 
main issue is religion: God Save America.

Research at Baton Rouge by USDA and 
Louisiana scientists has shown the fungus 
effective in killing root-knot, 
sheath, dagger, lance, ring, meadow, 
citrus and sting nematodes in the lab. 
Apparently it's not harmful to plant 
life. 





APPLE GROWERS often feed mice unknow- 
ingly, with cull apples abandoned on the 
orchard floor, says P. J. Gibson, county 
agent in Jackson County, N.C. "And meadow 
and pine mice take heavy toll by destroy- 
ing the younger, growing trees. Mice can 
kill a tree worth $100 a year," he ea 
What to do?

If you've ihe oe 
adrops or cull apples, use apple cubes 
as bait carriers. 





APPROPRIATE NAMES DEPT.: Brown Mud Co., 
Torrance, Calif.—named for chemist 
George Brown, not the color of the mud. 
Brown's brown mud compound, SS-13, looks 
very promising for reducing water seep- 
age from irrigation canals, etc. in Wes- 
tern areas. In Arizona tests, it has cut 
seepage loss about 60%. It can simply be 
dumped into water, to settle to bottom 
and sides—at cost about 5% as much as 
concrete lininr. 
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BERMUDA KILLER. R. B. Fryar, McLeansville, 
N.C., has found a new use for pumpkins. 
He uses them to get rid of Bermuda grass. 
~ When Bermuda grass shows up in one 
of Fryar's fields, he plants pumpkins 
thickly and fertilizes them well. Re- 
Sulting dense growth causes the grass 
to die in one season. 





THE TARIFF COMMISSION has been holding 
hearings to determine whether tariff con- 
cessions on imports of canteloupes and 
watermelons are hurting domestic produc- 
ers. The investigations result from com- 
plaints by growers’ groups. 


UNIFORM STANDS OF CORN can be obtained 
on clay soils during dry weather by re- 
moving the top 1% to 2 inches of soil 
along the seed rows and pressing the 

seed into the firm, moist soil below, 
reports Univ. of Ohio. Two simple at- 
tachments on the planter Tr will accomplish 
this—a furrowing attachment on the run- 
ner opener, and a small press wheel running 
directly behind the seed opener. 


A SPECIAL TASK FORCE has been named by 
USDA to study the spread of Salmonella 
and other disease-causing organisms among 
poultry and livestock by the interstate 
movement of animal by-products. The 
scientists will also study resultant eco- 
nomic losses and will recommend any 
additional safeguards needed to prevent 
spread of the disease across state lines. 








CORN SILAGE GROWN UNDER CONTRACT for 
dairymen may be a practice widely used 

in the future, believes dairyman Cary 
Franks, of near Raleigh, N.C. Franks had 
6 acres of corn silage grown for him un- 
der contract this year, with the farmer 
growing the corn furnishing all expenses, 
except for harvesting.

FISH MEAL MAY NOT BE as important in broiler rations 
now as it once was. This is because of the 
better guality feedstuff now being used and 
the better nutrient balance in the ration, Dr. 
E. J. Day of the Miss. Exp. Sta. reports fol- 
lowing a recent study. 

Vegetable oil was used as added fat at 
levels of 0, 4 and 8%, with and without fish 
meal, on 12 pens of 100 chicks each. 

The added fat improved growth rate and 
feed efficiency. Fat also resulted in a de- 
crease in the cost of producing a pound of 
broiler meat; whereas, fish meal increased the 
cost of producing a pound of meat.

INJECTING A TRANQUILIZER into beef animals just prior 
to shipment to reduce transit shrink was not 
particularly effective, in four tests by the 
Ky. Exp. Sta. animal husbandry department. 
Neil Bradley, researcher, said in three of the 
tests, the haul was for three hours and in 
the fourth, for eight hours. A total of 237 
steers was transported. 

"Pounds lost in transit, overnight and 
from the time the steers were injected until 
they were slaughtered, slightly favored the 
control (no tranquilizer) groups in three of 
the tests," he said; “but where the cattle 
were hauled for seven or eight hours, shrink 
was in favor of the tranquilized group."

SHOULD THE cotton farmer be allowed to 
use every practice known to increase pro- 
duction so that he can better cope with 
the cost-price squeeze? The question will 
be raised within the next month, and the 
answer may not be as easy as it appears. 
It involves skip-row planting, the prac- 
tice of planting strips of cotton with 
fallow land or other crops between. 
Present regulations permit the four rows 
of cotton, four rows fallow practice. 
When the cotton surplus was a major prob- 
lem, the Department of Agriculture sought 
to make it eight and eight to hold down 
production. Now, however, the situation 
has changed and producer groups are pre- 
pared to seek skip-row planting on a 

two and two basis. 


IT WILL BE ARGUED primarily, as indicated 
above, that this is a practice that makes 
for greater yields, resulting in lower 
per pound costs to the farmer. Tests 

have shown that the four and four plant- 
ing brings a better than 40% increase on 
the average. The two and two would bring 
some additional increase, since every 

row would be an outside row. In the rain- 
grown belt, it also will be argued that 
it would bring greater sunlight to the 
plant, prevent boll rot in wet weather 
and, because there would be a freer cir- 
culation of air, would result in better 
qualities, which mean higher values. 

It will be argued, too, that granting of 
the two and two planting will lessen the 
pressure of the demands for higher price 
supports, reducing the chances of cot- 
ton again pricing itself out of its markets. 








THE FIRST ARGUMENT against the proposal, 
beyond the threat of creating surpluses, 
will be that it favors the commercial 
grower to the detriment of the smaller 
farmer. Which is not necessarily so. 

The small farmer who practices this type 
of planting gets a greater yield at a 
guaranteed price—and a higher return 
for his labor than he would otherwise. 
The North Carolina Extension Service 
pointed out recently that in spite of 

the higher per acre returns from tobacco, 
cotton still returned the highest per hour 
wage to the farmer for the time involved.

THERE SHOULD BE no cotton legislation in 
the new Congress. The narrow Democratic 
election victory was no mandate for over- 
hauling the farm program. Instead, the 
farm areas, as a whole, voted against 

the proposals in the Democratic platform. 
There will be a considerable amount of 
sound and fury in the new Congress as 
new programs are advanced, fought over 
and buried under legislative processes. 
The end result will be nothing at all— 
except, perhaps, some legislation af- 
fecting wheat. 





THE SMALIER THAN EXPECTED crop in 1960— 
the final harvest probably will be less 
than 14,000,000 bales—continues to re- 
duce the holdings by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. The CCC stocks were cut by 
2,000,000 bales last season. It is con- 
ceivable that another million bales will 
be taken this season. Export registra- 
tions under the payment-in-kind program 
have already exceeded 4,000,000 bales 
this year and are running a quarter of 

a million bales ahead of last year, when 
the final export figure was in excess of 
7,000,000 bales. Domestic consumption, 
down at the present time, is expected to 
pick up after the start of the new year. 





IT MIGHT BE WELL to remember in 1961 that 
no matter at what level the price support 
is fixed, the CCC stocks will be priced 
at 115% of the loan level. If farmers 
use the loan as a marketing device, to 
keep from flooding the market during the 
harvest season, and release the cotton 

as the price approaches the CCC resale 
level, they stand to market their product 
at prices somewhat above the loan level, 
whatever it is. 





INSECTS MAY BE A PROBLEM next year, more 
so than usual. The first hibernation re- 
port comes from Tennessee, where more 
than 2,600 of the pests per acre were 
discovered in hibernation. This is the 
highest level since counts have been 
made. At the same time, the state ento- 
mologist reported resistance to poisons 
by weevils and a determination to revise 
the recommended insecticides next year.

peak income years from pushing farm operators into higher 

tax brackets. Farmers who keep cash receipts and disburse- 
ment accounts and face paying taxes on a higher-than-normal in- 
come could profit by buying needed equipment or supplies and 
taking additional depreciation before the end of the current tax 
year. Thus, taxable income is reduced by that amount spent. By 
the same token, if taxable income for 1960 promises to be below 
normal for an operation, and estimated 1961 income is expected to 
push taxable income for that year above normal, purchases planned 
before the end of 1960 might be profitably put off until after 
January 1.

It's not unusual for a farmer with an operating loss to neglect 
to carry that loss back to reduce income for prior years. And 
net operating loss, including losses from the sale of farm machinery, 
equipment, farm land and other farm property can be carried back 
two years. Losses above those allowed to be carried back for two 
years can be carried forward to reduce future income. A tax re- 
fund will be made if losses reduce the amount of tax which should 
have been paid in prior years. 


Apparently, some farmers are still confused over what makes 
for a tax deduction from loss of animals and crops. The rule is there 
must be some accountable method of establishing a basis of cost. 
Animals purchased which die or are lost may be deducted as a loss. 
Animals and crops raised on a farm cannot be deducted under the 
cash receipts and disbursements accounting because the cost of 
production is written off as an expense. 


Farmers and ranchers still run into trouble in keeping capital 
investment separate from current expenses. Most frequent trouble 
comes from treating returns from livestock held for sale as capital 
gain when sold. Such sales generate ordinary income and should 
be reported on Schedule F. Breeding stock, draft animals or dairy 
cattle sales may result in capital gains if requirements are met, and 
should be reported on Schedule D. As a general rule, expenditures 
for assets having a useful life of more than one year constitute 
capital expenditures and are not deductible as a current expense, 
but must be depreciated over the useful life of the asset. 


The limitation on deductions which can be made for medical ex- 
penses by a taxpayer and spouse over 65 years of age and disabled 
has been increased. A taxpayer over 65 and disabled can claim 
up to $15,000 for medical expenses for himself. The same ruling 
applies to a spouse over retirement age and disabled. The limita- 
tion for taxpayer and spouse filing a joint return and both over 
retirement and disabled is $30,000. The amount allowed for medi-

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Merit Judging -vs- 


IGGEST complaint about fat stock shows (and, even 
breeding-class livestock shows, sometimes) is that “they 
ain't practical enough.” Biggest complaint about perform- 
ance testing for beef cattle (and even the official organiza- 
tion, Performance Registry International) is about the 
same: “Destroys ‘quality’ in cattle breeding.” 

Maybe. Rate-of-gain records, like purple ribbons, are 
dramatic, easy to understand and obvious. Inevitably, some- 
body goes overboard and forgets that the whole point is to 
get meat, not paper and cloth. 


Example: when the bottom steer (in price) in the after- 
show sale of 268 calves entered in a recent Southwestern 
stock show was slaughtered, his rib-eye measured larger 
than the Reserve Grand Champion! And the Reserve 
Champion steer’s rib-eye measurement was the smallest of 
any steer slaughtered! Sure, the top steer had the covering 
of fat that delights the eye of an old-time stock show judge. 
And the steer looked like a bale of hay on 2x4’s. But he 
was a “show” animal, not a beef animal. Should there be 
that much difference? 


Example: One of the most profitable industries of the 
Plains states is breeding “show” sheep—watch-fob South- 
downs that may cost 30 or 40 cents per pound of over-fat 
finished lamb, but won't even top the slaughter market at 
the stockyards. Does that make sense? 


Example: At a recent show-sale concluding a beef-bull 
Performance Test, some of the “top” bulls (in daily rate of 
gain) looked more like Holsteins than Herefords: more 
head, barrel and front quarters than loin and rear end. 
Sure, any experienced cattleman knows better than to use 
a bull like that as a herd sire, even on a commercial herd. 
Every responsible leader in the testing programs has in- 
sisted on live grading as well as rate-of-gain testing for 
evaluation in beef production testing. But old-time cattle- 
men’s heel-dragging for “conformation” selection (and 
“ignore this performance nonsense”) has helped discredit 
“quality” measurement. 


Solution: Performance Registry International will prob- 
ably take the lead this year in setting up official test-and- 
slaughter certification standards for beef cattle. They'll 
be something like the present litter certification and Pro- 
duction Registry testing program for hogs, putting emphasis 
in beef breeding back where it should be. PRI’s new stand- 
ards, when set up, will measure what the slaughter steer’s 
carcass is worth, as well as how many dollars it cost to 
produce it. PRI will still emphasize rate and efficiency of 
gain. But it will also probably require carcass evaluation 
(rib eye measurement, dressing percentage, percent prime 
cuts, carcass grade) of a bull’s offspring or full brother 
before the bull can rate superior. 

Slaughter isn't essential to merit rating for beef cattle, 
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t, but carcass of this steer graded High Choice. 


Carcass graded High Choice, was far less wasty and dressed 
out higher percent of prime cuts than either steer above. Yet, 
in some shows, he might have placed at bottom of halter class.

of course. A well-trained “judge” can eye a steer on the 
hoof and estimate his carcass statistics fairly accurately— 
if that’s what he’s looking for. But, unlike commercial 
slaughter buyers, not all show judges and few cattlemen are 
trained that way—even if they think they are. The Texas 
A&M College System is rolling with a massive research- 
and-education program to hold “judges’”—county agents 
and others—noses to the grindstone in live-animal grading. 
When you've had enough hard practice placing live steers 
by grade, then comparing your ratings with the actual meas- 
urements of steers’ carcasses, you have to recognize merit. 


Solution: The same kind of hard proof has been added 
to the Market Steer Class at the State Fair of Texas, and 
will be added to some local Market Steer Shows. As 
usual, the market class steers are placed only by groups: 
blue ribbon (Prime or Choice, 36% or more preferred 
cuts), red ribbon (Prime or Choice, less than 36% preferred 
cuts), white ribbon (High or Average Good, 36% or more 
preferred cuts). But some of each group are then slaught- 
ered and detailed carcass measurements are made. Carcas- 


ses of the “blue” steers have to rate better than the “red” 
steers. And they have to be worth more per pound than the 
“red” and “white” steers—or the market class judge can 
turn in his cane. 

A&M goes further than that, giving the carcasses a dual 
grade (Choice 3, etc.) instead of the vague “Low Choice,” 
etc. You'll be hearing more about dual grading. 

In Oklahoma, some local fat stock shows now go the next 
logical step, and “judge” youngsters’ calves on their super- 
vised cost-per-pound-of-gain records as well as carcass 
value. 


Solution: At Kerrville, Tex., this month is the first “Qual- 
ity Lamb Contest.” The $250 watch-fob wether with the 
$15 blocking job (which rates purple ribbon at the Amer- 
ican Royal) might not get very far at Kerrville. Lambs 
are not sheared before the show (despite some recom- 
mendations that they should be), but no blocking is per- 
mitted over the sheep’s back. Top 10 lambs in the show are 
slaughtered, and the two top carcasses are returned to the 
show to be exhibited. Minimum (Continued on page 28)

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FURROW FORECAST FOR 


MERICAN farmers are used to 

being in the middle of a cost- 
price squeeze. They've been in it for 
years, although there were indications 
of its easing up in 1960; and again in 
61, if certain things happen. 

But the new Administration is find- 
ing some other headaches pressing 
harder upor it than the farm problem: 

First, business outlook reports indi- 
cate that the over-all economy will 
lag for the first half of the year, then 
spurt to regain the loss. They fore- 
see a “profit squeeze” in business gen- 
erally. That’s what the laws of eco- 
nomics call for, say the forecasters— 
unless they are repealed by govern- 
ment action. But Kennedy promised 
economic growth of 5% per year. 

In the second place, government 
suddenly discovered that it can no 
longer prime the pump of world econ- 
omy by pouring out U.S. dollars a- 
broad—as it has for the past 15 years. 
Because the well of gold-backed dol- 
lars is running dry. 

Recent fast jumps in foreign ac- 
cumulation of dollars raised the possi- 
ble claims from abroad to something 
more than $20 billion— enough to 
wipe out our gold reserve if the for- 
eigners demanded payment in gold. 
Kennedy has the choice of going along 
with Eisenhower's moves to bring dol- 
lars back home—or he can compound 
the inflation spiral by: (1) doing away 
with the gold-backed dollar; or (2) 
devaluating the dollar (less gold be- 
hind each one)—either of which means 
compounded inflation. 

The U.S. has inflated the economy 
as far as it can—and keep dollars 
the standard of world currency. The 
“moment of truth” is at hand. Gov- 
ernment price setting (not just in 
agriculture) is a part of what may be 
dictated to stop the inflationary spiral 
—unless we can get strong support 
from world allies. (Not likely.) 

Labor has already contracted for 
raises this year averaging about 8%, 
in American industries—industries al- 
ready being undersold in some fields 
by foreign competition. What's more 

. Kennedy has promised to raise 
the minimum wage again. It means 
higher prices. 

The President will, no doubt, pour 
more tax monies into the economy 
than another administration might 
have done. Government expenditures 
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will prime many pumps. He may see 
that some surpluses are disposed of 
for dollars—even if at cut-rate prices. 
He might even see that every farmer 
gets a government check. But his job 
now is to turn a tide in economics. 

Farmers have stayed in business in 
recent years by the simple expedient 
of learning to produce more and more 
per hour and per acre. In 1960—costs 
of production climbed less than fore- 
casts had said; prices of some products 
(hogs and cattle) held higher than 
forecast; the yields of some crops ex- 
ceeded expectations (wheat, soybeans); 
and exports of some commodities (cot- 
ton) held stronger. Thanks to a near- 
record crop, farmers came out of 
1960 with about the same cash as for 
1959 (prices eased downward 2% and 
costs went up only slightly). 

At the Agricultural Outlook Con- 
ference in Washington this fall, it was 
predicted that “cash receipts from 
farm marketings in 1961 may be about 
the same as 1960.” But this forecast 
is hinged (again) on full cooperation 
by the weather man and bumper crops. 

Livestock production to increase, 
over-all, with cattle prices declining 
under the impact of heavy marketing. 

Hog marketings continuing belcw a 
year ago for first half; higher in second 
half. Prices for year equal to 1960. 

Dairy products will hold prices 
slightly above a year earlier, with pro- 
duction inching upward a second year. 

Egg prices are expected to hold well 
into the year, but marketings in the 
last half may rise above a year ago— 
and prices will fall lower. 

Broiler and turkey production both 
expected to be up for 1961—due to 
fairly encouraging prices of 1960. 

Prices of most crops held fairly 
stable from ‘59 to *60—and under 
present laws will hold about the same 
minimum levels for 1961. Stocks of 
wheat and feed grains to increase. 

Easing of inflationary pressures is 
supposed to hold a stable cost situa- 
tion—for items purchased from non- 
farm sources. Farmer-produced items 
are plentiful. But labor, interest, taxes 
and extra land cost more than ever. 

That’s what they said. It sounded 
like echos from the past several years 
of outlook conferences. What the 
magic of John Kennedy can do to 
change the situation is in doubt. 
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Labor: State of the Unions 


AS expected, the AFL-CIO unioniza- 
tion wedge at North Texas (Milk) 
Producers Assn. plant at Muenster 
hasn’t amounted to much. Too puny 
an effort; too small a prize. Other 
efforts to get unions going among 
farmers (e.g. Texas Broiler Assn.), 
farm workers (California's AWOC) 
and workers in farm-related industry 
(NTPA’s Sulphur Springs plant, some 
cotton oil mills) have also produced 
more publicity than results. 

Will agricultural unions quietly 
fade away? Don’t count on it. If 
you've ever watched a 1960-style 
union organizer at work, you won't 
underestimate his capability for set- 
ting up even a tiny union local where- 
ever it seems worthwhile. He's pol- 
ished, well-trained and well-educated, 
and persuasive. 

It’s hard for farming and farm-re- 
lated businesses’ workers to be con- 
tent with their wages when unionized 
industrial workers down the highway 
are being paid so well. Protesting 
FARM AND RANCH’s “Prairiescope” 
(November issue) report on the NT- 
PA-union friction, an NTPA worker 
at Muenster writes: “Last year the 
average plant worker at NTPA work- 
ed about 3,300 hours and earned a- 
bout $4,200. This is an average of 
a fraction over nine hours a day for 
365 days. If the ‘monster at Muenster’ 
can improve these conditions, hooray 
for the monster! . . . About a year 
ago, some of the employees asked for 
better working conditions and were 
kindly told to accept present condi- 
tions or go pick cotton . . . I voted 
‘no’ at the union election, but I'm 
glad the union won! . . .” (Unionized 
steelworkers in nearby Gainesville get 
from $2.50 an hour up; dairy farm- 
ers themselves average 41 cents an 
hour return for their own labor.) 


The Right NOT to Work 


Workers have as much right to or- 
ganize a union, to bargain for better 
wages, as milk or any other producers 
have to form a marketing association, 
to bargain for better prices. But no 
producers’ association has any right 
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to force farmers to join, or to force 
dues to be collected from all farmers, 
or to force milk handlers, etc. to buy 
milk or other produce, or to close 
down anybody who doesn’t accept 
the association’s decisions. Unions 
don’t have that right, either! With 
the aid of misguided federal laws and 
weak state and local law-enforcement 
officials, they have sometimes taken 
it—by violence and hoodlumism, if 
necessary. Thus, they have made or- 
ganization and “collective bargaining” 
mean something dirty and frightening. 

At their recent conventions, sev- 
eral labor-conscious state Farm Bu- 
reaus (California, Texas, others) 
voted to re-emphasize the attitude of 
most farmers: Hired farm workers 
have every right to organize, to bar- 
gain peaceably and legally, for wages 
and working conditions. After all, the 
same Farm Bureau members see or- 
ganized, joint efforts of farm produc- 
ers (they'd call it “collective bargain- 
ing,” if that didn’t have such ugly 
implications) as their own best hope 
for better income. Workers in farm- 
related operations, like NTPA, have 
the same right—if they feel they are 
being unfairly treated. 

In either case—farmers or farm 
workers—it’s a far better choice than 
complete federal control. 


Where Unions Go Amok 


WRYLY remarked one “victim” of 
union labor trouble in Texas: “I had 
no idea how bad it was—until it 
happened to us! I always thought it 
was somebody else’s problem.” So 
do a lot of other folks—until their 
turn comes. 

California Farm Bureau last sum- 
mer issued to its members recommen- 
dations on “What to do if you're 
struck (by union laborers)}—what you 
can and can’t do legally.” As a pre- 
caution against the same thing hap- 
pening in Texas, the state Farm Bu- 
reau is hurriedly planning a similar 
report for its members. What's true 
for Californians is mostly true for 
farm operators in Texas or any other 
state; few state laws are involved in 


“management's” rights against labor, 
and vice versa. (Too many state gov- 
ernments have been too weak or too 
indifferent to enact and enforce their 
own necessary labor laws.) 

If labor unions also stayed within 
the law, they'd deserve the same re- 
spect the Farm Bureaus have. But 
Farm Bureau endorsement of workers’ 
right to organize didn’t endorse their 
right to contempt for the law and 
human rights, or to violence, destruc- 
tion and goon squad-ism. 

If you can’t have one without the 
other—if labor unions must be sheet- 
less Ku Klux Klans with Washing- 
ton’s blessings—the Farm Bureaus are 
wrong. Neither hired farm workers 
nor anybody else has the right to that 
kind of organization — and Farm 
Bureaus, producer associations and 
everybody else better recognize labor 
unions as their deadliest peril. 


Farmers’ Headache Now 


WHY such a fuss over these petty 
“labor” troubles? Because national la- 
bor union bosses, as well as Liberals 
in Congress and the Administration, 
have made it clear: They're going to 
make it your affair. In this session 
of Congress, or in a later one, there'll 
be a determined effort to get federal 
wage-control legislation extended to 
farm and farm-related workers, as well 
as to give labor unions more power. 

How labor unions actually do use 
or misuse their power—and at whose 
expense—is no longer just a problem 
for the fat cats of big industry. As 
potential victims of unions’ abuse of 
their powers, and of federal wage- 
control bureaucrats’ abuse of theirs, 
it’s farm folks’ problem now—if it 
wasn't already. You're entitled to the 
facts about what the bureaucrats and 
union bosses have done and will do 
with their legal and illegal powers. 
You're entitled to your own decision: 
Do you want your state legislature and 
Congress to vote more powers for 
Labor? Or more controls? Or dodge 
the issue altogether? Tough, tightly 
organized Labor knows what it’s after. 
Do you?

New Secretary is 


4 no Benson 


NEW Secretary of Agriculture, Orville 
Freeman of Minnesota, represents a 
sharper switch in political philosophy 
than the swapping of Eisenhower for 
President-elect Kennedy. Not because 
Kennedy is any less “liberal” than 
Freeman, but because Benson was 
more “conservative” than Eisenhower. 

Whether farm laws will be easier 
to come by with this combination de- 
pends, of course, upon whether Ken- 
nedy can carry his election influence 
over into a Congress in session. The 
veto is now on the other side. No 
longer can conservatives of the South 
and North combine efforts to prevent 
liberal (bigger government spending) 
laws by merely sustaining a veto; now 
they will have to prevent passage. 

Freeman is known to have opposed 
the farm programs of Secretary Ben- 
son. He is indirectly committed to 
support of the wheat certificate plan 
—pushed by Farmers Union and op- 
posed by Farm Bureau—and other 
direct-type high supports. And his rec- 
ord plainly indicates that he will sup- 
port, not hinder, the unionization of 
farm labor. 

Almost unnoticed in the announce- 
ment of Freeman's appointment was 
the final strain in the birth of a 
spanking new USDA bureau. The 
president-elect named another defeat- 
ed candidate (Freeman lost the gov- 
ernor’s race in his state), George Mc- 
Govern of South Dakota, to become 
Director of Food for Peace. 


. Farm organization 
ss togetherness? 


NATIONAL GRANGE agreed at its 
annual convention to: push for a 
national emergency Food Bank to be 
Strategically located throughout the 
nation, support a Food for Peace pro- 
gram, area development and land re- 
tirement programs and self-help 
programs that are “designed to bring 
producers more control over their own 
economic destiny.” (This, of course, 
means they are going after that wheat 
certificate plan again.) 

But the Grange also took a few 
sideswipes at Labor. It urged strong 
action to curb “monopolist power now 
held by unions.” And called for a 
four-point program: 

1. Put unions under the same re- 

strictions as other monopolies. 
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No picketing on non-union es- 
tablishments. 

Preservation of Taft-Hartley Act. 
Limiting the use of union funds 
for political purposes to volun- 
tary contributions. 

Grange and the Farm Bureau may 
get separated on the wheat program. 
(They already are.) But they will be 
united against the Farmers Union on 
the labor front. 


What farmers voted 
a for or against 


FOES of more government control 
for agriculture are using election re- 
sults to prove that farmers didn’t give 
President-elect Kennedy any clear 
mandate to take drastic action dealing 
with agriculture. 

But Farmers Union chief James Pat- 
ton, who strongly supported Ken- 
nedy’s farm ideas during the cam- 
paign, is trying to build a case prov- 
ing that farmers did endorse Kennedy. 

Citing an increase of 19% in the 
Democratic vote in “Farmers Union 
states,” Patton promises that an analy- 
sis of farm precincts in those states 
will show that Kennedy’s farm poli- 
cies attracted a “very sizeable major- 
ity of family farm operators.’ 

It just ain’t so, declared Farm 
Bureau staffer Kenneth Hood, who 
says: “An appraisal of the farm vote 
in major farm states indicates that 
most farmers preferred Republican 
proposals and were in sharp conflict 
with grandiose plans to regiment agri- 
culture.” 

The real mandate, according to 
Hood, is “to junk proposed plans for 
government control and to seek 
economic answers.” 

Even the Chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, Harold 
Cooley (D-N.C.), is apparently reluc- 
tant to adopt Kennedy’s program. 
Cooley told Grange members at their 
annual meeting that they “don’t need 
legislation, but administration.” 


Legal block 
v to bargaining 


ONE of the nation’s biggest dairy- 
men’s co-ops has made peace with the 
U.S. Justice Dept.—after four years 
of anti-trust action against it. Mary- 
land-Virginia Milk Producers Assn., 
under suit for violating Clayton Act 
and Sherman Act bans (against “con- 
solidations that tend to substantially 
lessen competition,” etc.) has given up 


its retail milk distribution, agreed not 
to sell fluid milk to any dealer and 
made other sweeping concessions. It's 
first major test of co-ops’ ability to 
move into powerful “bargaining” posi- 
tion—and perhaps setback for idea of 
massive “collective bargaining” for 


farmer groups. 
Good guys and 
na villians on TV 


DID you watch CBS telecast its tear- 
jerking “Harvest of Shame” on No- 
vember 25? Even if you knew a lot 
of the facts about the marginal-in- 
come migrant farm workers which 
CBS didn’t mention, you couldn't 
help being moved by the living con- 
ditions depicted. The telecast, edited 
by a former migrant worker, earned 
plenty of sympathy—and some re- 
sentment toward employers of migrant 
workers — among non-farm viewers 
and some lawmakers, for sure. It'll 
be easier now for the pro-Labor Ken- 
nedy administration to get legislation 
to “protect” migrant workers—how- 
ever “unworkable” farm leaders may 
insist such legislation is. Texas and 
California farm groups have urged 
prompt state legislation and individ- 
ual or group initiative to head off such 
federal legislation. It may be too little, 
too late. But it's just about the only 
defense left! You can’t just ignore 


Washington nowadays. 
w Up jumps direct 
payments again 
SENATOR Talmadge (D-Ga.) has 
announced that he will introduce leg- 
islation in January to eliminate acre- 
age allotments and storage programs. 
(Reported in detail in FARM AND 
RANCH, August, 1958.) The Talmadge 
plan calls for domestic quotas based 
on pounds, bushels or bales. Farmers 
would get the difference between mar- 
ket prices and 100% of parity for the 
domestic quota; excess production 
would move into world markets at 
world prices. 

Talmadge’s original bill called for 
limitation of payments to $25,000. 
His new plan calls for limitations of 
$12,500. This limitation on gross 
income would mean a leveling of gross 
income. 

This approach has traditionally run 
into trouble. Farmers and ranchers 
are suspicious of limited payments. 
But a new Administration may mean 
the climate for such legislation will be 
more favorable than ever before.

1% of the gross adjusted income. Ris- 
ing medical costs make this change an 
important one for older persons 


Law now permits farmers and ranch- 
ers to write off the cost of fertilizers, 
lime and other materials used to en- 
rich, neutralize or condition land as a 
building expense in the year the ma- 
terials are bought. Previous rulings 
in some areas permitted one-year write- 
off when annual applications were 
used, but required capitalization of 
materials from which benefits were 
received over a period in excess of one 
year. 


Benefits from the Soil Bank must 
be added to gross income for taxing. 
Payments, market value of seedlings, 
shrubs and seed you receive are in- 
cluded. Payments and benefits are 
also included in net earnings from self- 
employment if a farmer operates his 
farm personally or participates ma- 
terially in its operation. 


Farmers and ranchers, especially 
those near retirement, preparing to 
sell land or other assets should seri- 
ously consider installment sales. Size- 
able tax savings can be realized by 
using this method. To qualify, the 
first step is to set up the sale so that 
no more than 30% of the selling price 
will be received as initial payment. 
Other annual payments and tax lia- 
bility can be spread over a time period 
desirable for seller. Seller must carry 
the paper on such a transaction rather 
than having an outsider provide fi- 
nancing. 


The Internal Revenue Service has 
put a firm OK on deducting the cost 
of baby chicks and egg-laying hens 
in the year they are purchased, regard- 
less of time of resale. But poultry- 
men who have not been regarding the 
cost of such birds as expense items at 
the time of payment must get consent 
of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue before changing their method 
of write-off. 


Depreciation deductions are import- 
ant in tax planning. Care should be 
taken in setting up depreciation sched- 
ules to conform with the objectives of 
each individual. The method of de- 
preciation can affect future taxable 
income; retirement income under So- 
cial Security; capital gains tax and 
many other things. [End]

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Boils and Carbuncles 


JOB is said to have had boils from 
head to toe. I don’t know whether 
these were the same as our present day 
boils or not, but it is certain that this 
disease has plagued man for many 
centuries. 

Doctors make a distinction between 
a boil, or furuncle, and a carbuncle. 
A furuncle is a smaller inflamed place 
just deep to the skin, starting at the 
root of a hair. 

A carbuncle is a deeper and more 
widespread inflammation that usually 
has several “heads.” Carbuncles usual- 
ly occur on the back of the neck and 
chest where the skin is thick. They 
are rather major surgical problems 
and always call for medical attention. 

A special type of boil will some- 
times develop in the sweat glands of 
an armpit. Because these glands are 
deep, the resulting abscess may be- 
come very painful and will often 
spread to other neighboring glands. 

Usually four or five days pass be- 
fore a boil develops a soft center and 
can be opened. In my opinion, the 
opening of a boil should always be 
done by a physician, because he can 
judge the proper time to do the pro- 
cedure and can do it adequately and 
with the least danger of spread else- 
where. 

Boils about the nose or upper lip are 
more dangerous since the vein chan- 
nels here communicate directly with 
those inside the head. Boils in any 
part of the body should not be squeez- 
ed by some well-meaning first-aider. 

Early in the course of a boil or car- 
buncle, antibiotic treatment may clear 
up the infection. More often than not, 
however, surgery is necessary. 

Boils are apt to come in crops, and 
it is a difficult task to prevent spread 
of the infection. Antibacterial soaps 
and lotions and careful sterilization of 
clothing may help to prevent spread.

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January Thoughts 


JANUARY is not a filled month; 
is an emptied one. Its general posture 
is that of defeat and surrender. 

Because these are the characteristics 
of the month, I suggest that a bare 
tree be our January symbol. Look at 
such a tree! The yellow-green leaves 
that whispered so softly in April, 
rustled so coquettishly in July, and 
radiated such glory in October, are 
no more. The cycle of their existence 
has been accomplished. A gray silence 
fills the earth, No month seems 
emptier than January. Yet, it is the 
birth-month of a New Year, the fate- 
ful door through which men pass to 
whatever lies beyond. 

In such a season one man found 
God, peace and purpose. His name 
was M. Fieubert, a Frenchman of the 
17th Century. He had served as 
soldier and domestic servant. He was 
walking in a January world, in a Jan- 
uary mood. He felt useless, defeated. 

Suddenly, he saw a tree. It was a 
bare, stark, sinister thing planted on 
earth’s grave. He looked at it and 
felt that it was a symbol of his own 
life. How bare both were! How empty! 

Then, as has happened often in 
human experience, God used a bare 
tree to bring hope to a bare life. For 
M. Fieubert, looking at the tree, was 
startled by the thought that the tree 
was resting, waiting for springtime, 
waiting for April. God would not for- 
get the tree, nor leave it leafless. 

M. Fieubert knelt as if in the pres- 
ence of Calvary’s tree, and surrendered 
his life to Christ, and into his life 
came the April powers of God.

Keep those 
gift plants alive 


By Lauragene Parker 


IF you received a plant as a Christmas 
gift, immediately find out about its 
care! Whether it arrived from a flor- 
ist or from a friend's collection, it 
will need attention to maintain its 
healthy condition. 

Cyclamen: Water from the bottom; 
keep soil moist when plant is in 
bloom. Grown in a cool, sunny win- 
dow, it may bloom for months. 

Poinsettias: Water daily; keep out 
of drafts while in bloom. When blooms 
drop, move to a cool room. Plunge 
pot outdoors in mid-spring and bring 
inside next September. 

Begonias: Christmas variety stays 
covered with blooms for weeks, but 
when they're through blooming, don’t 
try to nurse them into a repeat per- 
formance. They usually are too weak 
to bloom again. However, the ever- 
blooming type grows and blooms all 
year. Keep them pinched back. Feed 
regularly. Move plants to larger pots 
as needed. 

Potted Mums: Keep soil moist as 
long as they bloom. Cut off faded 
flowers. Knock plant from pot in the 
spring and plant in perennial border. 

Amaryllis: When blooms stop, keep 
plant at a warm, well-lighted window, 
and water and feed through the sum- 
mer. Leaves will begin to yellow in 
the fall. Retire the plant to the 
garage or basement where the temper- 
ature stays around 55 degrees. It will 
sleep for 8 to 10 weeks. Water and 
place in the light again at the sign 
of new leaves. 

Azaleas: Tap water may neutralize 
the soil, so every 3 to 4 weeks mix 
42 teaspoon vinegar to a quart of 
water and soak the soil thoroughly 
with this solution. 

Coleus: They require weekly water- 
ings and a warm comfortable room. 
Pinch back to keep stems from grow- 
ing too long. Feed regularly and give 
plenty of sunshine. New cuttings are 
made by placing 4 inches of stem in 
water. 

Green Foliage Plants: Water as 
often as the soil surface becomes dry; 
rotate to windows so they get several 
hours of good light each week; feed 
during active growth and keep the 
leaves clean.

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New two-row 
cotton pickers 
mean progress 


A new line of two-row, self-propelled 
cotton pickers by International Har- 
vester Company will be introduced 
for the 1961 season. 

The new machines are McCormick 
No. 420 and No. 414 cotton pickers. 
They have three picking speeds for 
heaviest to lightest yields and an 
operator's platform centered over the 
left hand row, with the steering wheel 
offset slightly. 

They are powered by an 80 hp en- 
gine. Baskets hold 1,600 pounds of 
seed cotton and have a special exten- 
sion holding up to 2,000 pounds. 

A tremendous increase in the num- 
ber of cotton pickers in use in the 
South is an indication of things to 
come, say agricultural engineers. 

More and more growers are find- 
ing it profitable to buy a picker to 
handle between 40 and 50 acres of 
cotton. A labor shortage in some areas 
is partly responsible. But even in areas 
where labor is available at low cost, 
growers report that weather condi- 
tions and other factors help make me- 
chanical picking pay.

"Please, Mr. President, don’t do it!” 


Open letter to the White House 
Washington, D.C. 
Dear Mr. President: 

Starting with that kick-off session out in California last 
July, we have heard you and your associates make some 
promises that literally ran chills up and down our spines 
from fright. 

All we can do now is hope that you will follow the age- 
old tradition in American politics—forget the promises, now 
that the election is over. Please don’t keep ‘em! 

They tell us a platform is to run on—not to stand on. 
We sure pray to the good Lord you don’t forget that, Mr. 
President. Agriculture can’t stand all you promised it. 

The farm areas sort of showed you on election day that 
we know that, didn’t they? They made the election so 
close that some folks still don’t believe you won. We know 
the Farmers Union wrote your farm plank. But one fellow 
would have us call to your attention that you got not one 
electoral vote served up from rural areas where that 
organization has its membership. (What you got in those 
areas came from city unions.) We think you sort of sus- 
pected they couldn't do the farmers’ talking, long before the 
campaign was over. Backed off of some of it, didn’t you? 
But not nearly far back enough. 

Farmers don’t need you to help them plow, Mr. President. 
You just clean up the Washington-made part of the “farm 
problem”—surpluses hanging over markets for some crops 
—and you'll be surprised how they can still farm without 
strict controls and hand-out checks from USDA. 

You see, we're catching on, Mr. President, to this gov- 
ernment-do-everything-for-you line. In other countries 
where they are doing that, the government is also con- 
trolling everything for the people—even their money. And 
they ended up with a two-class society—the ruling class 
(that’s you) and the peasants. It slowly dawns on us that 
this means no middle class—to which most of us voters now 
belong—and that we're the ones who would end up in the 
servant class. 

Mr. President, it was the middle class that made the 
U.S. greater than other nations—not riches and lords and 
servants. And American Agriculture is great, so far. 

I know—now that you are elected—you've got some big 
bulls by the tail; and that you'd like nothing more than 
to turn a few of them loose. Only one of these is Agriculture. 
But this particular bull is going to be hard to turn loose. 

It’s time now to look at this industry—Agribusiness, some 
prefer to call it—in the light of what's a fact, instead of 
what's most likely to get the most votes. This is the oldest 
business in America. It’s still the biggest industry. And it’s 
in an exciting new era, with the world’s weight on its back. 

American Agriculture, Mr. President, is like a teenage 
boy. It is big, strong, skillful, active—it has all the signs 
of growing up, except the brains to guide it.

You don’t like Secretary Benson. All right! No poli- 
tician blames you for that. There’s a good chance he has 
more enemies than friends—but the election didn’t prove it. 
Maybe you ought to listen to him some. He's been there 
and back. (Nixon's slapping Benson may have given you 
this election.) 

It's true that Mr. Benson spent more money than all the 
other Secretaries of Agriculture combined. We don't ex- 
cuse him for that. But, Mr. President—whether you know it 
or not— you've already promised to have your Secretary 
break Mr. Benson’s record. 

Now, Mr. President, you have heard a part of the Benson 
wisdom already—and chalked it off to campaign talk. But 
now you are President, not a candidate. So listen: 

He called what you propose as a farm program “fantastic! 
A nightmare! The worst, bar none—that I have ever heard 
advocated by a responsible government figure.” He said it 
before and is still saying it. 

He went on to warn that it is a “one-way ticket to dis- 
aster”—explaining that it means a policy of “shrinkman- 
ship” instead of “growthmanship.” He said it’s a sure way of 
helping Russia catch the U.S. in Agriculture. 

No! Benson didn’t have all the answers; he proved it. 
(At least, if he did he failed to get the answers applied— 
as he claims.) But he knows something about what won't 
work. He knows about the battle to outmaneuver bureau- 
cracy (the seeming hopelessness of it). He knows about 
fighting a Congress—with half the members against him. 
And there'll be some against your man. 

Please, Mr. President—don’t chain our powerful new 
Agriculture . . . and stop it from growing to maturity. Its 
technology is unequaled, unapproached in the Atomic Age. 
Economically, American Agriculture is the soundest busi- 
ness in the world. We can whip them all—hands down 
Please don’t confuse this success story with a problem in 
American sociology (the displacement of marginal farm 
workers—most of whom are finding better jobs than they 
had before). This is mot evidence of our failure. It is proof 
of our excellence. 

Please don’t give us a government-controlled Agriculture! 

When Ezra Taft Benson was asked to be Secretary of 
Agriculture, he told his wife, “No man in his right mind 
would take that job in these times.” And that is the same 
thing he would tell the Secretary you appoint. 

And what does he say now? After having had both 
litical parties turn on him? He did it (and would do it over 
—mostly the same way) “because I was called upon to 
serve my country.” 

So, also, are you, Mr. President. But next time you have 
to run on your record.
